It will reach its nearest approach to tha tun iu 
a few days. Its brillaincy will increase rapull* 
up to the close of the first week iu October, when 
it will pot on its most splendid appearance, and 
will then rival in grandeur the famous cornel of 
Hailey, at its last return in 13##. 

It is by far the most imposing object of tbe kind 
which has visited our section since the erection of 
the Cincinnati Observatory. Owing to tbe fact 
that the direction of its motion is. or has been. So 
nearlv in a line toward the earth, the elements of 
its orbit have not been very accura ely determined. 
The plane in which it moves is inclined to that of 
our earth s orbit, under an angle of about sixty- 
five degrees. 

Iu observed positions are for the present better 
represented by an orbit in the form of a parabola 
than by anyone of an elliptic figure. The comet 
will soon commence to change iu direction, at first 
slowly, afterward more rapidly, aa seen trom tbe 
earth, when sweeping swiftly round the sun it 
will regain those distant regions of space, wherein 
a vast proportion of iu orbit lies far beyond tbe 
reach of telescopic vision. 

Ou the evening of the 25th of September the ap- 
pearance of tbe comet in the great refractor of tfie 
Cincinnati Observatory, was especially interesting. 
The central portion or nucleus, was examined 
with powers varying from one hundred to five hun- 
dred, without presenting anv evidence of Well- 
defined planetary disc. It was a brilliant glow of 
light darting and flashing forward in tha direction 
ot the motion toward the sun, and leaving the re- 
gion behind in comparative obscurity. But the

This is what we supposed he would do when the 
position was tendered lam bv the President. 
He is the man for the place and the place is just 
the thing for him. 

The appointment is highly complimentary to 
Col. Priston ami to Kentucky. Our State had 
her full share of executive appointments and this 
one had to Le made as a national allair. It was 
made for the nation at large, and uot for Ken. 
tacky mere than any other State. 

This mission has heretofore been ranked as the 
third of the foreign courts. At this time, how ev- 
er, when Cuba is in view, it is the first. It is o> 
fat more importance than the place of M mister to 
either Fugland or France. It may not be possi- 
ble for us to get Cuba upon honorable terms, for 
there are hundreds of chance* to one against it. 
Yet this one chance is worth the exercise of the 
highest diplomatic talents ia the laud, and if any 
one can secure the annexation of this rich island 
to our countrv, Col. I’reston is the man. The ne- 
gotiation for this island cannot be a thing of a day. 
but if the foundation is laid for future succes, no 
matter who closes the bargain it will be the work 
if Preston. Our relations with Spaiu have been 
tor a longtime unsettled, and they are so now. It 
Col. Preston can adjust the entangled claims our 
people have against that power, even without se 
curing Cuba, h i fame w ill be made. In any event 
bo will make one of the most j>opular, and accom 
plished, and satisfactory Ministers that ever went 
from this country to a foreign court. 

Col. Preston will leave home under peculiar, 
circumstances. His name has been mentioned in 
connection with the coming Gubernatorial race in 
this State, with unprecedented unanimity. It is 
the opinion of those who know that he would be 
nominated by tlie State convention, ^and to nomi 
twte is to elect, > to be held on the Sth of January- 
without serious opposition or a shadow of doubt 
There are other aspirants, however, for this office 
aud he does not want to be in their way. He has 
often told us that he did not desire to make the 
race in opposition to the wishes of other aspirants, 
and e>pe< I ally those who set up older claims upon 
the Democracy, after the uniform kindness and 
consideration he has received from the mass oi 
the party. 

Col. Preston, however, in going abroad, does 
not quit us. lie leaves his home in l^ouisrille. 
lie has beeu living in a rented house for several 
vear«, but has purchased that re-idenee since de- 
termining to go to Madrid. The bargain was 
closed la>t iiA, and be is now the owner of the 
beautiful property, on Walnut street, which has 
been his home for the last few years. 

The people ot Kentucky, who wanted to make 
him Governor, will not object to his going to 
Spain. He can serve his party as well at Madrid 
as at home, if not better. If he will give ns Cuba 
or lay the foundation for our getliDg the Islaud 
hereafter, or adju-t the unsettled claims between 
ovr c.-uiitrymi n aud Spanish subject*, or make a 
minister who will reflect honor upon his country, 
he will do enough for the Democracy. 

As the news of this appointment has gone orei 
the country the press, without regard to party pre- 
dilections, has spoken of it iu highly complimen 
t ary terms. We make some extract* from differ- 
ent paper*, classified as Administration and oppo- 
sition. to show our readers what is thought of the 
appointment, both at home and abroad.

We do not, of course, know whether Col. I’res- 
ton will accept the nppoiutmeut now tendered 
him or not. lie has thousands of enthusiastic 
friends throughout the State, who would be grat- 
fied to have him make the race for Governor of 
Kentucky. There is not a Democrat iu the State 
who will not be delighted to know that the nation- 
al executive has recognized so handsomely hi* 
ability and his »er vices to the Democratic cause. 
It remain* with him to decide whether he will 
obey the call of the government now made upon 
hi* services in behalf of the whole country, or 
whether he will allow his friends to present bis 
name to the K tb of January Convention as a can- 
didate for the nomination for Governor, with * 
very fair prospect of success. We suppose his 
friends will be satisfied with his decision. Should 
ne conclude to accept the appointment, no mat 
will ever have gone abroad under more favorable 
auspices than he. On the other haud, if nomi 
nated for Governor, his success would be certain 
bv au unprecedented majority. It is but seldom 
that dame Fortune showers her favor* so lavishly 
upon the head of any man; and we know of no 
one who will wear hi* honor* more meeklv, or 
act in ail respects more prudently, than Col. Pres- 
ton.

It is announced, by telegraph, that the Hon- 
W m. Preston, ot Louisville, has been tendered bv 
the President the mission to Spain. There is 
very little doubt, we imagine, about hie accept 
a nee, and this will leave the Democratic candi- 
dacy for Governor open for some of the “ faith- 
ful.’’ Preston evidently had the “inside track’’ 
over all competitors for the Gubernatorial nomi- 
nation, and his appointment to Spain will now 
give some of them a chance.

Col. I’reston is a fine specimen of an American 
gentleman — well educated, courteous and chival- 
ric, he will make a favorable impression the mo- 
ment he is received at the court of Madrid. He 
has another recommendation, which is too fre- 
quently wanting in this country, aud prevents 
many uien from taking the place of ministers at 
foreign courts — he is wealthy, and can well afford 
to sustain the dignity of the country abroad, 
without reference to the inadequate salary which 
is provided for that purpose.

I’reston, of Louisville, Ky., Minister 
to Spain.

Personally Mr. Preston is a gentleman of fine 
appearance, of genial social qualities, affable and 
agreeable manner, and has been educuted in the 
school which places honor and reputation above 
the influence of money and of sordid private ad- 
vantage. Begiuning with these characteristics of 
a gentleman, Mr. Preston will command respect 
at the Court of Spain, and will prove himself a 
Minister adequate to all the real duties of the 
place.

It may not he impro- 
per to uieution that Col. Preston has an ample 
fortune, and will not be coutined to his salary 
alone for the means of indulging in the hospitali- 
ties becoming an American Minister.

The Courier and Enquirer eutertains an opin- 
ion of Mr. William Pieston, of Kentucky, mude 
up in equal parts of censure aud approbation. — 

It “achieved no other distinction than that of de- 
serting its own party and joining one which had 
been the hitter and unscrupulous adversary of its 
principles, its organization aud its principal men,’’ 
but admits that personally he is ‘‘a gentleman of 
hue appearance, of genial social qualities, aflable 
and agreeable in mauners, and has been educated 
in the school which places honor and reputation 
above the influence of money und of sordid pri- 
vate advantage.” 

We are at a loss to decide whether its admira- 
tion or ceusure should he regarded as the more 
impressive. Coming from siTch a source both are 
specially 6ignificaut. A rebuke from the Courier 
and Enquirer for having deserted one's party cer- 
tainly carries great weight with it, but perhaps 
not greater than the praise that such change was 
in no wav attributable to “the influence of money" 
or of “sordid private advantage.” This is much 
to say; and iu these latter days, when parties fall 
aud rise so rapidly, the qualities conceded to Mr. 
Preston mar go far to atone for any error he has 
committed in the selection of new political asso- 
ciations. Even on the Courier and Enquirer's 
own showing, the administration has been emi- 
nently fortunate in its appointment of Minister to 
Spain. Mr. 1’restou is judicious and conservative, 
as well as able and accomplished. He is not from 
the extreme South, and it is fair to presume has 
no sympathy with flllilmstering, but that while 
he will seek the acquisition of Cuba with energy, 
he will uot lose sight of propriety, or wantonly 
endanger the peace of the country. • 

From the Philadelphia North American and U. 
S. Gazette, (opposition.) 

It is reported from Washington that William 
Preston, of Louisville, Ky., is the selection for the 
succession at the Court of Spain. Of this 
appointment, it is a satisfaction to speak 
well. Mr. Preston is a gentleman, and in many 
respect* a statesman, the greatest aud chief fault 
of his life beiug his subsidence into the l)etno 
cratic party, soon after the nomination of Mr. 
Buchauau. Indeed, so much as this could have 
been pardoned, for there were many exterior ap- 
pearances of promise at that time ; but to adhere 
to a Lecompton administration, such as the pres- 
ent, is heavy evidence against any man, whatever 
good he may have doue at any other time.

ness will permit, takiug care only to avoid Ostend. 

A ci editable and well-condition gentleman, at- 
tached to the Democratic party bv any accident, 
will he much more comfortable abroad than at 
home, for the uext two years.

The Hon. William Preston, of Kentucky, lias

Tliete was amide time on Saturday for the inter- 
change of congratulatory messages between the 
contractor, Mr. Butterfield, and President Buch- 
anan, but the news reporter at St. Louis had not 
energy to dispatch anything else. 

Kailiioad Collision — Fora Men Killed. — A 
collision occurred Saturday morniug betweeu two 
freight traius, four miles east of the Shoals, on 
the middle divisiou of the Ohio k Mississippi 
railroad, causing the dculh of the conductor, Mr. 
Brown, engineer, Mr. Redman; fireman, Mr. Stol- 
well, and brakesman, Mr. Rugau. The extent of 
damages to the machinery is uot ascertained, but 
it must be considerable. The cause of the acci- 
dent is not known, but it could uot have occurred, 
except through neglect or disobedience of orders.

The weekly health report will show a decrease, 
although the latter part of the week shows an in- 
crease. This is to he attributed almost exclusively 
to the unacclimated Northern and Weeterii 
stringer’s account. 

The Vicksburg Whig of the 5th says: 

There were eleven deaths in the city proper 
during the past week — seven of them from yellow 
fever. There were also ten deaths during the 
same time in the Marine and City Hospitals— eight 
of them from yellow fever anil two from other 
diseases. 

We are bound to say to our distant readers that 
the fever is on the increase — but we think it is 
principally caused by the influx of unacclimated 
persons. 

The Baton Rouge Gazette reports sixteen deaths 
to that city — fourteen of yellow fever — from the 
25th ult. to the 2d inst.
